Supt. Cameron ruled.

Martin has asked three insurance 
eempanies in St. Louis to take the 
risk, but the companies’ lawyers have 
not yet given an opinion of the ad- 
visability of accepting this new form 
of risks. .

SHARE $10,000 000 
WITH ITS EMPLOVES 


Wage Minimum to Be Increased 
to $5; Day Cut to 8 Hours 
and 4000 New Men Hired. 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 6—The Ford 
‘Motor Co. today announced that in the 
current year it will distribute $10,000,000 
of its profits among its employes. 

The company will change its plan of 
operation from two shifts of nine hours 
per day to three shifts of eight hours, 
and operate the plant continuously, to 
provide work for many men out of em- 
ployment here now. This will give em- 
ployment to about 4000 additional men. 
In all about 27,000 employes will share 
in the profit distribution. Nineteen 
thousand of them will be in the Detroit 
factory. 

Between 7000 and 8000 men are em- 
ployed in branch plants of the company 
in all parts of the world. These will 
share in the profits on the same scale 
as the home forces. Boys and women 
will not share, unless they support 
families. 

85 a2 Day Minimum Wage. 
A minimum wage scale of $% a day 
has been established. “Even the man 
who helps sweep the floor will get that 
much,“ said Ford. The present mini- 
mum wage is $2.34 a day. 

Ford called the newspaper men to us 
office to make the announcement per- 
sonally. James Couzens, vice-president 
and treasurer, read a prepared state- 
ment and the reporters were invited 
to ask questions. In answering these, 
Couzens and Ford gave the reasohs for 
the move. 

“It is our belief, said Couzens, that 
social justice begins at home. We want 
those who have helped us to produce 
this great institution and are helping 
to maintain it, to share our prosperity. 
We want them to have present profits 
and future prospects. Thrift and good 
service and sobriety, all was encour- 
aged and recognized. 

Enough Left for Dividends, 
We are sure we shall still pay hand- 
some dividends to our stockholders and 
will set aside reasonable amounts for 
additions and improvements and as- 
sembling plants in other parts,of the 
country. And after that it is our hope 
to be able to do still better by our em- 
ployes. We want them to be in realfty 
partners in our enterprise.“ 
The formal statement prepared by 
Ford said, with regard to the increase 
in pay: 
“This will apply to every man of 22 
vears of age or upward, without regard 
to the nature of his employment. In 
order that the young men from 18 to 
22 years of age may be entitled to a 
share of the profits He must show him- 
self sober, saving, steady, industrious 
and must satisfy the superintendent 
and staff that his money will not be 
wasted in riotous living. 
“Young men who are supporting fam- 
ies, widowed mothers, younger broth- 
ers and sisters will be treated like 
those over 22. It is estimated that over 
$10,000,000 will be thus distributed over 
and 0 the regurar wages of the 
men.“ 
We believe,“ said Ford, in making 
20,000 men prosperous and contented, 
rather than making a few slave drivers. 
in our establishment multimillionaires. 
“If we are obliged to lay men off for 
want of sufficient work at any season, 
we propose to so plan our year’s work 
that the layoff shall be in the harvest 
time, July, August and September, not 
in the winter. We hope in such cdses 
to induce our men to respond to the 
calls of the farmers for harvest hands, 
and not to idle and dissipate their sav- 
ings. We shall make it our business to 
get in touch with the farmers and to 
induce our employes to answer calis 
for harvest help. 
No man will 


be discharged if we 
can help it, except for unfaithfulness 
or inefficiency. No foreman in the 
Ford company has the power to dis- 
charge a man, He may send him out 
of his department if he does not make 
good. The man is thén sent to our 
‘clearing house,’ covering all the de- 
partments, and is repeatedly tried in 
othet work until we find the job to 
which he is suited, provided he is hon- 
estly trying to render good service. 

“Believing, as we do, that the di- 
vision of earnings between capital and 
labor is unequal, we have sought »e 
plan of relief suitable for our business. 
We do not feel sure that it is the best, 
but we have felt impelled to make a 
start, and make it now. We do not 
agree with those employers who declare, 
as did a recent writer in a magazine, 
in excusing himself for not practicing 
what he preached, that the movement 
toward the bettering of society must 
be universal. We think that one con- 
cern can make a start and create an 
example for employers. And that 18 
our chief object:”

WOMAN WHOSE KIDNEYS 
WERE REMOVED, DIES 


Rare Operation for Mercurial 
Poison Fails to Save Life of 
Mrs. Viola Sullivan. 

Mrs. Viola Sullivan, 24 years old, of 
1827 Chestnut street, whose kidneys wero 
removed, drained of mercurial poison- 
ing and replaced by surgeons at the city 
hospital Dec. 30, died at 1: * a. m. Tues- 
ll Sullivan suffered a relapse Mon- 
day. Physicians took 25 ounces of blood 
from an incision in her arm and inject- 
ed an equal amount of 4 saline. solution. 
This was unavailing, as the mercurial 
poisoning had thoroughly saturated her 
system. Even after the kidneys had 
been drained of the poison, surgeons 
said, the organs were refilled from se- 


cretions from other portions of the body. 


Eva Howard, a cousin of Mrs. Sulll- 
van, died of mercurial poisoning in thu 
same ward at the city hospital last June. 
She ended her life because of a love 
affair. Mrs. Sullivan swallowed bichlo- 
ride of mercury Christmas eve because 
her husband went to join a carnival 
company. Both young women swal- 
lowed the poison at the home of William 
Howard, father of Eva and an uncle of 
Mrs. Sullivan.

Association. The defendants in this case were 
found guilty of curtailing their product during 
the later part of 1907 and 1908, when any business 
man will tell you that the praduction of every- 
thing else was lessened. It was a time when 
“John Smiths” were the current currency on the 
Street: when the sawmill men could not run their 
‘plants simply because they could not get enough 
money to pay their hands: a time when iron 


the lowest production in years and when 


‘on pigiron went off $10 a ton, and when 
the average selling price of yellow pine went off 
more than $5 a thousand. 

A considerable number of yellow pine manu- 
_ facturers who have been found guilty in this case 
during all these years acted under the direction 
and by the advice of the best lawyers they could 
pecure. In the case of the Missouri Lumber and 
Land Co—and, by the by, this is the only concern 
found guilty in this case having a mill in the 
State of Missouri—its manager went so far as to 
ask the Hon. Herbert Knox Smith, then Commis- 
sioner of Corporations, to send thre’ of the Gov- 
ernment experts to go through the books and 
eorrespondente of that company. These experts 
took about a half a.ton of these letters and reo- 
oi ds to Washington, where they were examined 
in detail with frequent conferences with repré- 
sentatives of the Department of Justice, and in 
the end this Missouri corporation was told that 
nothing was found eto denote a violation of the 
Sherman Act. The point I want to make is sim- 
ply this: That these lumbermen certainly did not 
‘knowingly and willfully violate the law. The law- 
vers themselves made a * in the interpre- 
tation of the law.

We are told by the same authority that an 
assessment of from $6,000,000 to $10,000,000 on 
stockholders will be required to put the system on 
its feet. : g 

On the other hand, we are told that under re- 
-celvership management the road is meeting all 
obligations, is giving good service and has money 
in its treasury. 

Under the circumstances we can hardly credit 
the report that Judge Sanborn is co-operating with 
the Frisco looters to get the road back into their 
possession as soon as possible. We assume that 
Judge Sanborn would consider all interests, from 
the smallest stockholders to the genera! public, in 
determining what shall be done with a great pub- 
lic service corporation which has been plundered 
by a lot of financial pirates. We cannot believe 
that he would co-operate with the pirates to carry 
out their selfish schemes and to squeeze out weak 
stockholders who have already suffered heavy 
losses at their hands. 

The outcome of the restitution suits, which 
Judge Sanborn has ordered the receivers to bring, 
may avert the necessity of a heavy assessment on 
stockholders. They may bring to light facts which 
would exert a strong and beneficial influence on 
the road’s reorganization. What will become of 
these suits and of the records upon which they 
are based if the receivership is ended beforM@the 
suits are tried? 

Why should the receivership be rushed to a close 
before the Frisco report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is submitted to the United 
States Senate? Would it not smack of scandal? 

Meanwhile, the road is doing well and may pay 
out its own indebtedness under the receivership. 
In a few months Congress probably will have 
passed measures now pending which will protect 
all real railroad interests from financial banditry 
—a highly desirable safeguard in the case of the 
Fyisco’s former managers. 

The public no longer tolerates the view that 
railroads are the proper instruments of get-rich 
quick schemes and confidence games. They must 
be managed honestly and efficiently as public 
service corporations, It is particularly incumbent 
upon the courts to exercise their power whenever 
possible to keep the railroads free from the touch 
or taint of the conspiracy of loot. 

It is incredible that J udge Sanborn has forgot- 
ten the lesson of the receivership conspiracy 
which so greatly embarrassed him when the facts 
were made public. Hmbarrassments of this kind 
do not add luster to the record 6f oburt receſver- 
ships. Railroads should come clean from the 
hands of Judges.

“During the reigm of martial law a number 
eof individuals were arrested, tried, convicted, 
sentenced and punished for offenses alleged to 
have been committed by them. 

“That the parties were arrested om orders 
issued by the military authorities and not by 
virtue of any warrant issued by the civil au- 
thorities or from the established courts of the 
State, and were put upon their trial, without 
the finding of an indictment by a grand jury, 
before a courtmartial ereated by the order of 
the in-chief and composed of in- 
dividuals selected by him. 

“That in rendering judgment and assessing 
punishment the parties were punished, by 
terms of imprisonment unknown to the stat- 
utes, im excess of the punishment provided for 
“such offenses under the laws of the State.” 
The Senator doesn’t understand. The Governor 

and the associated mine owners were not trying 
to have the laws administered “faithfully;” they 
were trying to break a strike. 

When they neglected to have a man indicted 
and tried by a jury of his peers, it is only fair to 
presume they did it because they felt sure they 
couldn’t “get him” that way.
